MILITANT TACTICS | 
IN STATE SUFFRAGE 
CAMPAIGN TABOO 


Missouri Leaders Assured Men 
Will Grant Vote if Demon- 
strations Are Forbidden. 


WORK WILL START SEPT. 1 


Mrs. Knelfer on Tour Found Op- 
position, Not to Vete, but to 
English Methods. 


The Missouri! man is se approachable 
and so receptive of reasonable argu- 
ment that the State leaders in the cam- 
paign for ‘“‘votes for women’’ will not 


resort to spectacular demonstrations or 
any other form of militancy in an ef- 
fort to get his support for the proposed 
amendment, which is to be submitted 
to the voters next ‘year. 

The campaign will be opened formally 
Sept. 1, when Mrs. Walter McNabb 
Miller starts on a speech-making tour of 
the northern part of the State. 

The workers now are circulating pe- 
titions for the necessary 23,000 signa- 
tures to have the proposed amendment 
submitted by the initiative and are hold- 
ing meetings twice a month at which 
they discuss plans for the campaign. 
Tne mcet recent meeting was Tuesday 
right at the ¥. W. C. A. 

The women do not say they intend to 
use flattery or palaver to gain their 
point, but use the word diplomacy. Nox 
even a suspicion of militancy will be 
permitted to creep into their work, say 
the members of the State Suffrage 
League, St. Louis Suffrage League and 
the Business Women’s Suffrage Asso- 
ciation. They will use only diplomacy 
apd the most refined political methods. 

When Mrs. Dan W. Knefler, former 
secretary of the State League, returned 
from a four months’ trip through the 
State in April, she informed her co- 
workers that she had been assured by 
the audiences she had addressed that 
the cause will be well supported by the 
voters of Missouri. There was only one 
obstacle to be overcome, she said, and 
that was a fear on the part of Missou- 
ri’s sons that Missouri's daughters might 
resort to militant tactics in an effort 
to win suffrage. 

The men of Missouri, Mrs. Knefler 
said she had been told, would not toler- 
ate aggressiveness on the part of the 
women. They want to be approached 
in a “ladylike” way, and given an oppor 
tunity to quietly think the matter over, 
They do not want bonfires, street pa- 
rades, cannonading or any other of the 
noisy or spectacular stunts so dear to 
the hearts of the militants. 

Mrs. Knefler told her friends that al- 
most every man with whom she had 
come in contact on her trip wanted to 
know why the women of the United 
States had seen fit to follow the example 
of their sisters in England by giving that 
“big parade” in Washington. What did 
they expect to accomplish by such a 
display, she was asked, and she was in- 
formed that the men of Missouri do not 
have to have political arguments pre- 
sented to them in such comic opera 
style. 

“Ask us in a nice, qulet way to let you 

vote and the chances are 100 to 1 that 
we will grant your request,” Mrs, Knef- 
ler said she was told. ‘‘There does not 
seem to be any opposition in Missouri 
to equa] suffrage. But, for mercy’s 
sake, don’t make clowns of yourselves.” 
So the active workers in the movement 
put their heads together, considered 
what Mrs. Knefler had told them, and 
decided to have a safe and sane cam- 
paign. 
Miss Clara Somerville, acting secre- 
tary of the State League in Mrs. Knef- 
ler’s absence, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday that the only demon- 
tration to be made by the suffragists 
in the comping campaign will be at the 
State Fair in Sedalia the first week in 
October. 

“But it will be an orderly demon- 
stration,” she said. ‘“‘When the suffrage 
question is submitted to the voters of 
the State as a proposed amendment to 
the Constitution in 1914, there will be 
no possibility of objection on the ground 
that we have been militant. We have 
decided to remain in our shells, as it 
were, and, mushroomlike, grow silent- 
ly over night. 


TELEGRAM 19 DAYS IN 
REACHING T. R. IN DESERT 


CHICAGO, Aug. %71.—It took a tele 
gram to Col. Roosevelt 19 days to pene- 
trate to the Colonel's camp in_ the 
Navajo Desert, it was learned today ‘rom 
Charles J. Ryberg, chairman of the 
committee which has arranged for a big 
Progressive party birthday celebration 
here on Aug. 30. 

Ryberg telegraphed the party leader 
July 18, asking him to be present, and 
has just received a letter dated “In the 
Navajo Desert, Aug. 6, 1913." It was 
writen with a lead pencil on a scrap 
of yellow wrapping paper and said: 

“Your telegram of July 18 has just 
reached me, which shows how impossible 
it is to communicate while I am in 
this desert. I have no writing mate- 
rials even. I am sending this in by a 
Navajo runner. It is impossible to set 
a date when I can leave this country, 
as the day of the Snake Dance has 
not yet been announced. I have the 
deepest feelings of gratitude to the Pro- 
gressive party of Chicago and neighbor 
hood.” .

THERMOMETER I 
KIOSK REMOVED, 
BUT HEAT REMAINS 


Removal of Instrument Because 
of Solicitous St. Louisans Does 
Not Lower Temperatures. 


IS TESTED IN WASHINGTON 


Experts Want to See if It Has 
Been Falsifying About 
Local Weather. 


“The moving finger writes. and hayr- 
ing writ, moves on.”’ So Col. O. Khay- 


yam once remarked, in an age before 


thermographs had been invented, and in 


a clime where weather kiosks would De 
superfluous. 

But the Colonel knew what he was 
talking about, just as well as if he had 
been one of the crowd that, until a few 
days ago, regularly gathered around 
the little glass coop in Courthouse 
Square to watch thé moving finger of 
the Weather Bureau thermograph: For 
having ‘‘writ’’ the highest temperatures 
of the hottest days St. Louis has sen 
in a dozen seasons, the instrument, fin- 
ger and all, has moved on to Washinx- 
ton. 

Thursday those who looked for the in- 
teresting little mechanism, with its 21- 
hour ink tracing of the temperature >n 
a chart graded down to fractions >f 
degrees, saw only a precipitation gauze, 
with a bright brass hand pointing to 0, 
and a humidity register, which showed 
a percentage of 48. On--the other sides 
of the kiosk were maps, charts and 
colored post card views showing cloud 
effects. 

It’s Just as Hot, However. 

The thermograph has been sent tv 
Washington, and it will not be back in 
time to tell any more tales about St. 
Louis heat this season. But those who 
walked along Broadway remarked that 
the heat was no less, and the tempera- 
ture showing of private thermometers 
no more modest, than while the in- 
strument was in its place. 

Since the thermograph was removed 
the kiosk frequenters have been ask- 
ing questions, most of them beginning 
with the word ““Who”?’ or the equally 
pertinent word “Why?” The first ques- 
tion was generally answered with the 
statement that the Business Men’s 
League had complained about the in- 
msznment. 

Five Men Raise Issue. 

But W. F. Saunders, secretary of the 
League, said Thursday that this was all 
a mistake. He said that last June five 
St. Louisans, Luther Ely Smith, O’ Neill 
Ryan, A. W. Douglas, Herbert 8. Gard- 
ner and himself, met at luncheon and 
agreed to do what they could to stop 
“loose talk,”’ by St. Louisans or others, 
about the heat of St. Louis summers. 

Their contention was not that 8t. 
Louis is not sometimes hot in summer, 
but that it is not normally hotter than 
other cities, including some farther 
north. 

The five visited newspaper offices 
and asked their co-operation. After that 
Saunders said they acted as individuals. 
Smith, Saunders said, wrote to the 
Weather Bureau, complaining that the 
kiosk was so located as not to get 
the air currents and that it was showing 
eight degrees more than the actual street 
temperature. 

Smith also took the position that a 
kiosk was not needed at all and that 
many persons supposed its readings to 
be the official temperature (which is al- 
ways taken on top of a skyscraper) and 
compared them with the official tem- 
peratures of other cities, which are not 
street readings. 

Thermograph Ordered Ont. 

Thereupon, Saunders said, Chief Mar- 
vin wrote to Forecaster aHyes, direct- 
ing him to take out the thermograph 
and suggesting that he put in its place 
a card stating that it had been removed 
at Smith’s request. Hayes carried out 
the order, but not the suggestion for 
the act of one. 

To Be Back Next Winter. 

Smith, when told of Saunder’s version 
of the matter, said he did not care to 
comment on it. Hayes declined to name 
any individual as having, to his know- 
ledge, made complaint. He said the ther- 
mograph had been sent to’ Washington 
for an expert overhauling, the first it 
has had in three years. When itt gets 
back, he sald, he will wait for a special 
order before putting it back in the kiosk. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2—The test 
which is to be made of the thermograph 
sent here from St. Louis will probably 
last until cool weather. Acting Chief 
Galloway says the kiosk will remain in 
Courthouse Square, and that the instru- 
ment will go back in time to register 
any cold snaps that St. Louis may 
enjoy next winter.

Sentence to Be Announced 
Sept. 2 — Gives $20,000 
Bond Pending Appeal.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 21.—With 
Maury I Diggs convicted and await- 
ing sentence for having violated the 
Mann act in transporting Marsha 
Warrington from Sacramento, Cal., to 
Reno, Nev., for immoral purposes, 
the Government turned its attention 
today to Diggs’ companion in ‘Aight, 
F. Drew Caminetti, indicted for the 
same offense for having taken Lola 
Norris te Reno. 

Diggs, who wag visibly affected by 
the jury’s verdict last night, was re- 
leased at midnight on $20,000 bail, 
furnished by his father, I. P. Diggs, 
and his uncle, Marshall Diggs. He 
will be sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary on Sept. 2. 

Diggs was convicted on four of the 
six counts, and the maximum penalty 
on each count is five years in prison. 

Although Diggs was regarded as 
the leader in the interstate jaunt, the 
self-constituted “boss,” ag the prose- 
cution styled him, and the one who 
“always took the best things for 
himself —the lower berths and the 
front rooms,” the trial of Caminetti 
will command exceptional attention 
owing to the fact that he is the son 
of Anthony Caminetti, a leader in 
state and national politics and the 
present Commissioner General of Im- 
migration. 

Caminetti’s Friends Depressed. 

When former United States Dis- 
trict Atorney John L. McNab brought 
the Digges-Caminetti cases into na- 
tional prominence by accusing the 
Attorney General’s office of having 
delayed the trial for political reasons, 
Commissioner Caminetti figured in 
the explanation of the delay. His 
chief, Secretary of Labor Wilson, 
stated he had requested the cases be 
put off until Commissioner Cami- 
netti, who was eager to return to 
San Francisco from Washington to 
aid his son, could familiarize himself 
with his duties. 

Throughout the trial of Diggs young 
Caminetti sat close to his campanion 
and tried to dispel Diggs’ gloom with 
his own bubbling cheerfulness. 

Friends of Caminetti were depressed 
today over Diggs conviction and by the 
attitude of the Court toward the de- 
fendant. Judge Van Fleet, who will 
try Caminetti also, said in his charge 
to the Diggs jury: 

“If you find that the defendant and 
his companion, Caminetti, were actuat- 
ed in their departure or flight from 
Sacramento by a fear of exposure or 
arrest, but that nevertheless in taking 
these two girls along, there existed the 
intention to subject them to the im- 
moral] purpose charged, the defendant is 
guilty.” 

Same Testimony to Be Followed. 

The testimony in the Caminetti trial 
is expected to follow closely that ad- 
duced for and against Diggs. 

A declamatory appeal during the ar- 
guments to the sympathies of the jury 
based on the suffering to Dregs’ fam- 
fly and the injury to his future a ver- 
dict of guilty would cause was re- 
pressed by Judge Van Fleet. 

“The jury cannot take these senti- 
mental things into consideration,’ he 
rules. “They are not to be governed by 
their sympathies or any appeal to them 
or any outside influences.” 

In closing, Attorney Deviin of the de- 
fense shifted the blame to the giris.

PARIS, Aug. 2.—No confirmation can 
be obtained here of the report from 
Mexico City that bankers of Paris and 
other European capitals have made an 
offer to President Huerta to float a new 
loan of $20,000,000. On the contrary, the 
report is not believed by the Banque 
de Paris et Pays Bas, which took a lead- 
ing part In the previous loan to the 
Mexican Government. The story is also 
discredited by the banking house of 
Lazard Freres. 

The French Foreign Office. it appears, 
continues to take the attitude that it 
would be unwise for French bankers to 
lend money to the Mexican Government 
until the United States has recognized 
it. While French bankers were not 
obliged to observe the Foreign Office 
suggestions, it is usual for them to fol- 
low hints ef this sort.

Progressives Endorsed Fusion Judici- 
ary Ticket in New York City. 

NEW YORK,. Aug. 21.—The fusion 
movement against Tammany Hall was 
strengthened when the Progressives last 
night indorsed the judiciary ticket 
designated by the fusion committee and 
also approved the fusion nominations tn 
Brooklyn. 

The perfecting of the Republican-Pro- 
gressive Union leaves the way clear for 
the designation of the regular Demo- 
cratic ticket on Saturday. Mayor Gay- 
nor’s friends expcet that he will be re- 
nominated but several other candidates 
have been mentioned. 


C. & E, I. to Spend About $3,000,000 
on Improvements, 

It was announced Thursday that the 
C. & E. I. Railroad is about to spend 
approximately $3,000,000 on improve- 
ments to care for increased traffic. The 
money will be spent for new locomo- 
tives, additional facilities at car shops, 
enlargement of round houses, and new 
steel rails, etc. One marked improve- 
ment will be the completion of the 
second main track on the Chicago-St. 
Louis line from Findlay to Villa Grove. 
All of the 8-pound rails will be re- 
placed with 10-pound ones between 
Chicago and St. Louis. 


$100 DAMAGE FOR RUIN

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—An unusual 
appraisal was made yesterday by 
jurors called upon to assess the dam- 
ages caused by ruining of a child's 
disposition.

joyment of civil ‘and religious liberty, 
without distinction of race or creed. 

On January 14, 1913, the American 
Je vish Committee, recognizing the fact 
that a considerable part of the Euro- 
pean territory of the Ottomon Empire 
would be divided among the various 
nations that were engaged in the Bal- 
kan war, and that the Jewish residents 
in that territory might in consequence 
be seriously affected in their civil and 
religioud rights, urged President Taft 
and the Department of State to make 
representations to those concerned in 
the war ara to the European Powers, 
in order that the status and rights of 
the Jews who might be transferred from 
the juriediction of the Ottoman Empire 
mighc be protected. Conditions at that 
time were stch, however, that our Gov- 
ernment “as not in position to act as 
requested. 

Presented to Wilson. 

“On March 28, 1913, this subject was 
presented to President Wilson, and on a 
later date to the Department of State, 
by Dr. Cyrur Adiler,sin behalf of the 
American Jewisb Co ttee, and our 
Government was requested to exercise its 
good offices to obtain assurance from 
the nations concerned in the negotia- 
tions for a treaty affecting’ the con- 
quered territory, that the inhabitants 
of such territory would be assured the 
full enjoyment of civil and religious lib. 
erty without distinction of race or creed. 

“The representative of the committees 
has received a series of letters from the 
Department of State during the month 
indicating: 

‘1, That the department had instruct- 
ed the American Ambassador at London 
to express to the British Foreign Of- 
fice, whose head was the chairman of 
Ambassadors of the European powers 
concerned in the pending negotiations, 
that the United States would regard with 
satisfaction the inclusion in any agree- 
ment that might ultimately be concluded 
in regard to the settlement of the affairs 
in the Balkan peninsula of a provision 
assuring the full enjoyment of civil and 
religious liberty to the inhabitants of 
the territory in question without distinc- 
tion of race or creed. 

Views Are Recognised. 

“2 That the Américan Ministers ac- 
credited to Greece and to Montenegro 
and to Bulgaria, Rumania and Servia 
had subsequently been instructed to 
make to those governments & communi- 
cation similar to that which had been 
made to the British Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs by the American 
BWmbassy in London. 

“3 That the views of our Government 
had been communicated to the British 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs,

more convention shall not be forgotten. 

The Democratic platform placed the

_ pendence.of the Philippines just as soon 

' @s the Filipinos prove themselves ca- 

‘pable of self-government. Harrison is 
an exponent of this theory. 

President Wilson’s appointment came 
te me unexpectedly. It is a man’s jop 
and offers a great field for work,” said 
Harrison. “While I do not care to dis- 
cuss policies I am unreservedly in favor 

of carrying out the promises of the 
BaJtimore platform.”’ \ 

The President concluded within the 
last three days that Harrison was the 
man for the post. When Representa- 
tive Underwood and other House leaders 
wero called into consultation they ad- 
‘vised the President that he could not 
make a better appointment. Because of 
his position of ranking Democratic mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Committee, 
there has been some doubt whether or 
not he would give up his career in 
Washington. , The uncertainty whether 
or not Underwood would go to the Sen- 
ate added to this feeling, because Har- 
rison would be the next chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee and leader 
of the House.

PIPES MTERNOTT 
| THE STOCKYARDS 
~ CONGRESSMAN 


He Never Was Taken Seriously 
by Voters, but They Had 
to Elect Him. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—This is a story of 
“Pipes McDermott. Away from the 
stockyards district ‘‘Pipes” McDermott 


is known as Congressman James T. Mc- 
Dermott—considerably in the limelight at 
the national capital now. At the stock- 
yards, however, it is still ‘‘Pipes’’ Mc- 
Dermott, or here and there just plain 
“Jim,” as it was in the days before 
McDermott had congressional aspira- 
tions. The picture painted by those who 
have known “Pipes” a long time, is that 
of a man who never was taken seriously 
who was expected at any time to come 
forth with some new “‘pipe” dream, wh¢ 
never hag outgrown “his people” of the 
stockyards district, who never employed 
tact for the purpose of making friends 
who has succeeded himself three times 
in Congress because of factionalism and 
the weakness of his opponents. 

How the present congressman becams 
possessed of that nickname is a story in 
itself as gleaned from a dozen or more 
persons who have known McDermott. 
He liked the name so well, it is said, 
that after he became proprietor of a 
cigar store he made the appellation per- 
manent by handling as a specialty a 
line of corn cob pipes. Henceforth it 
was always “Pipes” MeDermott with 
“The boys.” 

How He Became Candidate. 

The cigar store that “Pipes” took 
possession of about two years before 
his first election to Congress long had 
been a “hang-out” for “the boys” of 
thea stockyards district. The political 
gossip passed there got “Pipes’’ to 
thinking. Charles S. Wharton, the man 
MoDermott defeated in 1906 for re-elec- 
tion to Congress, was a customer of the 
store. He “dropped in” now and then 
to meet “the boys” and “Pipes” did 
etill more thinking. Fimally he decided | 


except “‘Pipes.”’ 

Carey long had been “the boss” of 
the district. What he said was law. 
Then he committed the unpardonable 
sin of moving out of. the district, de- 
serting “‘the boys’’ and taking a home 
on Grand boulevard. When it came to a 
choice between “Grand ulevard” 
Carey and “Pipes” MoDermott there 
was only one thing for “‘the boys” to 
do—send “Pipes” to Washington. 

Asked to compare Carey and McDer- 
mott, an old-timer said: 


“Carey had it all over McDermott 
for brains, for ability, for knowledge 
of the political game. McDermott was 
not qualified to represent the people, so 
far as ability was concerned, but Carey 
had no chance. The standard of eligi- 
bility in the stockyards district was 
different. Carey could not desert the 
district and then get “the boys” to 
send him to Congress as their repre- 
sentative. McDermott was the only 
alternative. Sinee that time he hag suc- 
ceeded each time in having his name 
at the head df the ticket. That's half 
the battle in the stockyards district—te 
have the first goed Irish name in the 
column.’’ 

Sympathy for McDermott. 

Throughout the ‘district, there is offer- 
ed neither praise nor condemnation for 
“Pipes.”’ In his present predicament he 
is the object of sympathy and pity. 

Long before “Pipes” had the cigar 
store he came to Chicago from Detroit 
as a telegrapher. That was 2% years ago. 
After working around for a while he 
“got on” at the stockyards with Morris 
& Co. At that time he gained the name 
Pipes.”’ Z

_ Moreover, when a man has bent his back and 
blistered his hands doing actual labor on the 
public roads, he will know better the importance 
of such work, and will be readier to meet his tax 
obligations for it. 

Finally, it is a safe bet that among the tens 
of thousands of business men, a dozen or a score or 
half a hundred in each county, who put in two 
“good roads” days on the highways, a good many 
will realize the wisdom of having roads built the 
way a costly building is built, or a modern rail- 
road—by skilled hands working to a plan pre- 
pared by expert road engineers.

While we are most deeply interested in Mexico, 
we are naturally able to feel the greatest increase 
in the feeling of our own superiority to that dis- 
tracted country. When our satisfaction increases 
with this comparison, we ought to be supremely 
satisfied when we reduce the comme of this differ- 
ence to its lowest terms. 
So reduced, the difference is manifest in Mex- 
ico’s oversupply of supermen. 
the hature of the superman by noting that in 
Mexico the extraordinary man who differs most 
from the ordinary peon seems most determined 
to boss everybody else within his sphere of in- 
fluence, extending it, if possible, until he reaches 
the capital and sets the ley de fuga to work on 
all who object. 
We grow more and more superior to this sort 
of thing as the number of our supermen decreases 
in inverse ratio to the increase of population. We 
may have more of them still as individuals than 
there are individuals in Mexcio, but with near- 
ly a hundred million people to dominate, they are 
chastened, subdued, rendered affable and social. 
Our greatest business men put off the airs of the 
superman altogether. They do business with com- 
mon “strikers” and other dissatisfied people, ex- 
actly as if all men shared a common humanity. 
Individually we may suffer acutely from mega- 
lomania in many ways 
ature, politics and everything else through which 
we may succeed in becoming uncommonly supe- 
rior. But collectively and nationally, megalomania 
is being steadily reduced. That is the element of 
our superiority and of our safety in comparison 
with every country in which everybody who tries 
to be extraordinary begins by trying to hold ordi- 
nary people down to,show his own superiority.

INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS. 
From the Engineering Magazine, 

At'a conservative estimate the number of men 
killed annually ia industrial accidents alone in the 
United States is 5000, and the number of acci- 
dents not proving fatal average about 205,000 a 
year. Placing the economic loss on a basis of 
insurance tables ($7265 for each man killed and 
$660 for each man injured) this rebresents an 
annual loss to the country of more than $175,000,- 
000 a year. But since the value of .he worker is 
three-fold, affecting the\family, the State and the 
employer, and as insurance tables do not allow 
for the possibilities in ch man, the actual loss 
is very much In excess \jof this amount. 

Logically it is up to the state to find a means 
to reduce this loss to t lowest possible limit, 
as the family is practically powerless, and in the 
long run, the loss, directly or otnerwise, falls 
upon the State. That legislators are coming to 
realize this Is apparent from the number of Ia- 
ability laws of one kind or another that are in- 
troduced from time to time into the several Leg- 
islatures, but these measures, apart from the fact 
that the compensation provided is almcst always 
divided one part to the worker or his family eo4 
three parts to the lawyer, are essentially futile, 
Lecatse they do not attempt to str'ke at the root 
of the matter and are, at best, merely a shutting 
of the stable door after the horwe ts out. They 
are palliatives, not cures.

THE AMERICAN VILLAGE. 
Europeans and Americans familiar 
with Europe continually decry the un- 
picturesqueness of the American vil- 
lage.

QUAINT FRENCH TOWN HON- 
FLEUR. 
From the Kansas City Star. 

The little town of Honfleur, near 
Havre, is enjoying an extraordinarily 
brisk season, many Americans making 
it an objective point this year. Hon- 
fleur, which was lately discovered by 
artists who now flock there every 
year for sketching purposes, is a typ- 
ical French fishing village of two or 
three generations ago, unspoilt by con- 
tact with modern conditions. It is chief- 
ly interesting to Americans because of 
the preservation of an old fifteenth cen- 
tury building on the quay from which 
Samuel Champlain, the founder ‘of Que- 
bec and after whom Lake Champlain is 
named, sailed for the new continent in 
1608 and on three subsequent occasions 
up to 1617. A tablet attached to the side 
of the building announces these facts to 
the visitors. But besides this old build- 
ing, Honfleur is rich in ancient struc- 
tures. It has become a popular excur- 
sion from Trouville, the fashionable

constantly growing demand 
for good machinists. In fact, there 
is almost a lack of skilled machinists. 
Theré aré many chances in this oc- 
cupation which the young, growing 
boy of 16, with a grammar school 
and no trade, would do well to cen- 
sider. ° : 

The most necessary qualification to 
become a good machinist is an actual 
fondness for handling and working 
with mechanical appliances. Good 
common sense, willingness and a 
strong, Sound body form the neces- 
sary requisites for the trade. 

The work can be learned well by 
apprenticeship. Many machine shops 
— @ limited number of apprentices 

year. A boy must be 15 years 
or over to enter. A period of four 
years is occupied in learning this 
fwork, It is never wise for a voung 
man to specialize too early in the 
beginning of his career. He should 
endeavor whenever possible to learn 
all ghe details of the work in its 
many different branches, and special- 
ise later. 

An ambitious, industrious apprentice 
desirous of success would do well to 
take an evening course in mathe- 
matics and drawing while serving his 
term of apprenticeship. 

@Vhenever possible and desirable a 
young man can take up a special 
oourse in one of the technical insti- 
tutes or colleges of thé country. This 
course will give him a valuable tech- 
nical training which will later be 
supplemented by actual experience in 
a machine shop. 

The pay of a machinist averages 
from 916 to $25 per week. The ap- 
prentice receives a nominally small 
sum after averaging about 12 cents 
an hour for the actual time employed. 
Formen and master machinists get 
proportionately larger salaries, ac- 
cording to their ability and the ex- 
temt of the business {1 ““rhich they 
are employed.

N the very warm weather it is more 
| than discouraging to sit down to a 

table laden with heavy looking. 
steaming dishes. And still one tires of 
the eternal ‘‘cold cuts’’ that seem ‘to 
be the alternative. There are many 
light dishes to be made without a great 
deal of fussing; even though some 
women have the idea that anything 
out of the usual run “an awful lot 
of trouble.”” Here are a few warm 
weather dishes. guaranteed to be good. 

Eggs triomphe—Boil a dozen eggs fo! 
10 minutes. Shell and allow them to 
cool. Cut in halves and remove yolks. 
Take one 10-cent cream cheese, 10 
cents’ worth of liver sausage, a dash 
of paprika, salt and pepper and the 
juice of half a lemon. Mix this to a 
creamy paste. Fill the whites with the 
mixture and stick a sprig of parsley in 
each’ one. 

Crab meat piquante—Place a smal! 
piece of ice in a bowl Pour over it 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, a quarte1 
teaspoonful of paprika, a dash of red 
pepper and a few drops of onion juice. 
Add a’ half cup of olive oil and a 
quarter cup of .vinegar, stirring con- 
stantly. When it hag thickened slight- 
ly take out the ice and stir in two ta- 
biespoonfuls of oyster cocktail sauce. 
A pound of crab meat marinated in this 
Suuce and served in shells or long- 
stemmed glasses is a delicious summer 
substitute for meat.
